It has been known for a long time that many American j 
speculators and no doubt some patriotic German sympathizers 
invested heavily in German paper marks at the close of the 
war, expecting that the new government would operate on 
a sane basis and with restored conditions the mark would 
rise to its pre-war value. On a gold basis a mark is worth 
about 24c of American money. At the close of tht? war it was j 
quoted at from two to three cents. The crafty German agents; 
spent considerable money in advertising the big profits to be j 
made by buying the paper at that figure and holding for a 
rise. The New York Tribune figures that anywhere from half | 
to three-quarters of a billion good sound dollars was thus paid 
over these ornamental scraps of paper. Germany was thus 
able to build up a nice balance over here. The same thing 
happened in England where another half billion w as picked i 
up. However, the mark did not ri^e. The socialist government j 
kept right on printing more and at th^ same time plundered 
the middle and creditor classes by enabling debtors to pay 
off their debts with the same sort of paper that the govern­ 
ment used in meeting its bills. Thus both the outside world 
and a large class of German citizens were swindled through 
the rankest fraud ever prepetrated. The government is now 
confronted with many grave problems most of which can be 
traced to its perfidy in its money matters. America has long 
been noted for its suckers who in trying to get rick quick, 
grab at anything. Thirty years ago it was the Louisiana lottery 
that caught the dollars of suckers, but in this day it is a fake 
oil or mining proposition ordinarily with a German mark 
flyer as an extra attraction. However, it will not be long 
until something else comes along and the suckers will be as 
numerous and as gullible as ever.
